The Hew York Companies Show Some 
BecoTerj -A Strike in Florida. 


PmsBUBo, Feb. 4.—^The meet daring 
and snecessfal attempt that Mas ever 
made in thin rioinity to reeone a pris- 
oner, occurred early thia morning on the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg express, which 
left this city at 11:26 o'clock last night 
for Olereland. 
Captain Hoehene and 
Detective Hulligan, of Cleveland, hav- 
ing received a reqaisition, determined 
to return to Cleveland last night with 
their prisoner, Harry MoMann, who was 
accused of having been concerned in the 
recent extensive fur robbery in that city. 
They took every precaution to prevent 
any attempt that might be made by the 
pals of McMunn to rescue him. 
Se- 
curely handcuffed, the prisoner was 
placed on the train at the outer depqt in 
Allegheny. He took his arrest very 
cooly and seemed anxious to cause the 
detectives as little trouble as possible. 
At 3 o'clock this morning, at Alliance, 
Ohio, five men boarded the train and 
passed through several of the oars. 
Fi 
nally they saw the officers and their 
prisoner sitting in the smoking car. No 
sign of recognition passed between Mo 
Munn 
and the men and 
they sat 
down a few seats from the prisoner.

The injured men were 
taken on to Cleveland. A large reward 
has been offered for the apprehension 
of the assailants, but the latest dis- 
patches from Bavenna, state that they 
have not yet been captured. 


THE WOUNDED OFPIOBB8. 


CIJBVBIJAND, 
O., Feb. 
4.—The train 
bearing the two wounded men arrived in 
Cleveland about 7:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
Captain Hoehene was sent to the 
City hospital and Hulligan to his home.

Detective Hulligan's condition 
is very critical.

Last night a freight train on the Wa- 
bash, manned by 
Engineer Charley

oountered a broken rail three miles east 
of the city and the locomotive and 
twenty-one freight cars were ditched. 


Fourteen of the box cars were twisted 
and smashed almost to splinters and 
their contents, wheat, 
lard, dressed 
poultry, and other sorts of produce and 
merchandise were spilled out on to the 
snow and practically ruined. A car load 
of bogs, for the eastern market, tumbled 
over, but none of the porkers were 
killed.

A Rumor That Mrs. Qeo. E. Gaaliam 


Was Hot Murdered, But is 


Alive and Well. 


The Chicago Timet and Cincinnati 
Enquirer have long special dispatches 
from Boston, detailing a story thai Mrs. 
George Graham was never murdered, 
thai her husband was lynched an inno- 
cent man, and that he, Cora Lee and 
Mrs Molloy were made the victims of 
Mrs. Graham's jealous rage. 


Here comes the startling and hereto- 
fore unknown development in the case, 
which goes to show that Mrs. Molloy 
was not only a victim to a vile conspiracy, 
but that Mrs. Graham was not mur- 
dered. Mrs. Molloy is well known in 
this state, and after her release her 
friends here procurred her means to vin- 
dicate her character, and she at once 
took the first steps by starting out to 
see if Mrs. Graham was really dead, as 
she had reason to believe that she was 
not. 
The points come to the writer 
through channels that leave the impres- 
sion that they rest upon a substratum 
of truth. 
It is believed that Gra- 
ham's wife is alive, and that a body ex- 
humed from some cemetery for the 
special purpose or taken from a dissect- 
ing room, was clothed in Mrs. Graham'« 
garments, placed in that well on the 
Molloy farm, and left to await develop- 
ments. 
When Sarah Graham was miss- 
ed it was given out that «he had gone to 
the Pacific slope to see her brother, 
named Gorham. 
Mrs. Molloy secured 
counsel and detectives, end the latter 
ferrited out a clew that led to the sur- 
mise that the alleged murdered woman 
was near the western "lioundary of the 
country. Gorham is a soldier in the 
regular^army and those interested at 
once placed themselves in communica- 
tion with the commander of the post 
where he was stationed. 


The tale then discloses that for eight 
months detectives have been on the 
trail of the missing Mrs. Graham, who 
was traoed to Wyoming 
Territory, 
There she assumed a name but acciden- 
tally sllfuck that of another woman in the 
territory and into her hands had fallen 
strange letters intended for the missing 
Mrs. Graham. 
The commander, under 
whom Graham was enlisted, says that 
the latter has conducted a correspon- 
dence with the woman whom the detect- 
ives say is Mrs. Graham, and the post- 
office authorities in the Wyoming town 
have identified a photograph of the 
murdered Mrs. Graham as the woman 
who has been haunting that territory. 
Altogether this is a remarkable revela- 
tion and will create a sensation.

'erected on ground belonging to the Marquis 
of Salisbtuy, near l^afalgar square.

will be a very profitable enterpriise.

The illustrations give at a glance the ap- 
pearance and plan of the structure, 
Ths 
height of the tower will be 430 feet above ths 
pavement. 
It will be circular in form, con- 
structed of red and white bnck and stone. 
The outer wall will be seven feet thick at the 
bottom and two feet thick at the top. 
The 
diameter of the tower will be sixty feet at 
the bottom and ono-haW that diameter at the 
top. 
There will be elevators to raise pas- 
sengers to the summit, and for those who will 
not trust these mechanical contrivances there 
will be two sets of stone steps provided be- 
tween the outer and inner walls whereon 
they can ascend or deseed on foot. 


Outside gaUeries ^11 be constructed half 
way up the structure and iaround the top. 
Here will be a restaurant and smoking room 
with accommodation for about 600 people at 
one time. 


There was a tower of observation some- 
what on the same plan at the centennial ex- 
hibition at Philadelphia. Now Paris is about 
constructing a similar tower to be nearly 
1,000 feet high, but both Paris and London 
possess a drawback to the use of such a tower, 
and that is fog.

regrets that no effort has been made to utilize 
so stupendous a force have found vent in 
every nev/spaper in the Union.

"His mind is being now set at rest. 
Some 
years since the first considemble use of water 
power at Niagara was made by the running of 
a hydraulic canal about a mile iu length from 
Port Day to a point below the falls. 
This 
has been so successful that a far more ambi- 
tious entei-prise ia now being undertaken by a 
•Niagara 
Tunnel and 
Power 
Company.* 
Briefly outlined, the scheme is to construct 
a subterranean tunnel from the water line 
below the falls (marked X in the illustration) 
extending through the solid rock to the upper 
Niagara river, at a point about one mile 
above the falls, where a head of 180 feet is 
obtained. 
It is stated that the magnitude of 
the power thus available wiU exceed the coni- 
bined power iu ase at Holyoke, Lowell, Min- 
neapolis, Cohoes, I^wiston and Lawrence. 
The mill sites are to bo provided with rail- 
way sidings and tracks leading to all impor- 
tant northeni railways, while the Erie canal, 
seven miles distant, is connected with the 
river and is thus available for the dispatch of 
goods.
